The history of local administration within the pre-reformation soke 
and vill of Burgh, their successors the liberty and county of the Soke, 
and the city and municipal borough of Peterborough has not yet been 
written, owing to the insufficiency of published records illustrating local 
government within the area. Part of the soke and city is situated in 
the geographical (but not administrative) county of Huntingdon, and 
the remainder, the greater portion, within the geographical boundaries 
of Northamptonshire. 


For some years I have been collecting or copying Peterborough Records 
with a view to the publication of selections therefrom. 


The origin and development of the highly complicated local organiza- 
tions which had their birth in the administration of the extensive domains 
of the Abbey of Peterborough could be examined best in a series of 
separate volumes.

Through the kindness of the Council of the Northamptonshire Record 
Society I am enabled to print the first two volumes of the records of 
the parochial government of Peterborough. My introduction to the 
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documents illustrating this Parochial Government will be found at the 
beginning of Volume IX of the Society’s Publications. 


The present volume, which is the first of the series to be published, 
contains the first part of the records of the Feoffees and Governors of 
the city lands of Peterborough. 


The greater number of the documents of the Feoffees are now in the 
custody of the Corporation of the city of Peterborough. They were 
collected and preserved by the late Mr. Samuel Charles Watson Buckle, 
by his son the late Mr. John William Buckle, solicitor, a former coroner 
of the city, and by Mr. William Beecroft Buckle, solicitor, the present 
city coroner, who is a member of the Society. 


After the Peterborough Feoffees as a local body had been superseded 
by the Trustees of the Peterborough United Charities under an order 
of the Board of Charity Commissioners dated 18th October, 1907, and 
the remaining ‘‘ City Lands’ had been transferred to the Official Trustee 
of Charity Lands, the surviving Feoffees, the late Mr. John Henry Beeby, 
Chairman of the Petty Sessions of the Liberty Magistrates, and Mr. 
W. B. Buckle, in whose custody the records still remained, approved 
of my suggestion as Town Clerk of the City that they should be trans- 
ferred to the Corporation for preservation. 


I wish to express my indebtedness to Mr. Arthur J. Reeves, the present 
Town Clerk, for permitting me to have photostatic copies of the docu- 
ments taken for the present publication. 


The officers of the Public Record office assisted me to trace the two 
royal grants of the Peterborough Guild Estates to the speculators who 
sold them to two local men, Jeremy Grene and Thomas Robinson alias 
Baker, the founders of the Feoffees, and also the Commissions of Charit- 
able Uses, with the reports of the Inquests held by the Commissioners, 
who enquired into the abuses in the administration of the Town Estates. 
I should like to thank them for their unfailing courtesy and assistance 
on many occasions. 


I am equally grateful to the officers in the Manuscript Department 
of the British Museum, who have assisted me in obtaining photostatic 
records of Peterborough Cartularies, Account and Court Rolls and other 
documents, and have facilitated my examination of the valuable collec- 
tion made by White Kennet, Bishop of Peterborough, some of which 
I hope to publish in other volumes. 


I should like to express my gratitude to Miss Joan Wake, the Honorary 
Secretary of the Northamptonshire Record Society, not only for the 
invaluable assistance which she has given me in preparing the present 
volume for the press, but also for the great encouragement which she 
has given me to continue my studies of Peterborough documents. 


I also wish to offer my sincere thanks to the Reverend Godfrey 
Anstruther, now residing in Grenada, in the West Indies, who has very 
kindly prepared the Index of Names and Places to this volume, to Miss 
Lucy Drucker and my pupil Mr. Stanley N. Page for checking the proofs, 


to my secretary, Miss Dora Prentice, and to Miss A. B. C. Dover, the 
Clerk to the Society.

Humbly sheweth to your good Lordshipp That whereas there is a 
doubt arissing in a deed of feoffment of certayne Landes giuen for Charit- 
able vses to ye said Citty as are therin particularly specifyed, That 
wheras one vse is, for repayres in ye Towne, from ye Riuer Nine North- 
ward And it is questioned whether the repayres of the Bridge over that

Also it is Ordered and Decreed that they the sayd Francis St. John 
Francis Orme George delavall Richard Ros Thomas Carryer James 
Wyldbore Samuell Parker John Dickenson John Carryer John Lamb 
and Thomas Shynne or the greater number of them shall within Thirty 
dayes next after ye sayd Messuages Landes and premisses shall bee 
Conveyed unto them upon the trust aforesayd meete together pub- 
liquely at ye Guildhall of the sayd Citty and shall then and there in the 
presence and with the advise of the sayd Inhabitantes or such of them 
as shall think fitt to bee present nominate and elect Twelue men of good 
and knowne ability Judgement and integrity then dwelling and Inhabit- 
ing within the sayd Citty or ye Liberty and precinctes thereof To bee 
Gouernors of ye sayd Messuages Landes Tenementes and premisses 
in such manner and to such purposes as hereafter is herin declared and 
appoynted. 

Also it is ordered and decreed that as well all leases to bee granted 
of the sayd premisses or any parte thereof together with the placeing 
and putting forth of all and every summe and summes of money parcell 
of the sayd Stock and Stocks of money as also the disposicion of the 
rents issues proffitts and proceedes of the same and eyther and every 
of them shall from tyme to tyme bee Contracted for done and acted 
by the onely direccion and appoyntment of the sayd Governors or seaven 
of them at the least in such manner and to such uses and purposes as is 
hereafter declared 

Also it is Ordered and Decreed that the sayd Governors or seaven 
of them at the Least shall yearly upon the munday in Easter weeke 
meete in the Guild hall of ye sayd Citty and shall then and there in pub- 
lique and not otherwise for ye best rent and under ye most beneficiall 
Covenantes that can bee had for ye same Contract for all leases to bee 
granted of ye premisses or any parte thereof to any person or persons 
then and there present and desireing the same to which Contract or 
Contractes made and reduced into writing and Signed by the sayd Gover- 
nors for the tyme being or any seaven of them shall bee a sufficient 
warrant for ye sayd trustees or any three of them to make and seale 
leases accordingly. 

Also it is Ordered and Decreed that the sayd Governors for ye tyme 
being or seaven of them at the least shall besides their yearly meeting 
before mencioned have fowre other meetinges every yeare at the Guild- 
hall aforesayd that is to say on the Munday next after the five and Twen- 
tith day of March on the munday next after the fowre and Twentith 
day of June on ye Munday next after the nyne and Twentith day of 
September and on munday next after ye five and Twentith day of Decem- 
ber at which sayd four meetinges respectiuely they the sayd Governors 
or any seaven of them for ye tyme being shall issue and distribute the 
rents issues and proffitts and proceeds of the sayd Messuages Lands 
Stocks of money and premisses to the uses hereafter expressed for the 
benefitt of the sayd Citty and Inhabitants thereof and in such proporcion 
and quantyty respectiuely as by them the sayd Governors or any seaven

for such other good and lawdable workes and purposes relateing to ye 
sayd Citty and Inhabitantes as by them ye sayd Governors or any seaven 
of them for ye tyme being shall bee ordered and appoynted Provided 
that the sayd Governors or any of them shall not by Coulour hereof 
dispose of the rentes and proffitts of a Certeyne Messuage and Ferme in 
Overton in the Countey of Huntington now in the occupacion of john 
Butcher nor of ye rents and proffitts of One Messuage Situate in Bungate 
in Peterburgh aforesayd and One Acre of land thereunto belonging now 
in occupacion of Richard Speechley the elder otherwise then to such 
uses and purposes respectively as by the sayd Virdict is found to bee 
limited and appoynted by the respectiue donors of the same. 

Also it is ordered and decreed that the sayd Governors or any 
seaven of them for ye tyme being shall yearly at their publique meeting 
vpon munday in Easter weeke aforesd Choose and appoynt One or more 
Bayliffe or Bayliffes resideing within the sayd Citty to Collect all the 
rentes and other moneyes which shall accrew and grow due out of or 
or for ye sayd landes and premisses and every or any of them The which 
Bayliffe or Bayliffes shall from tyme to tyme issue and pay out such 
money as they shall soe Collect and receave in such manner and to such 
uses as by the sayd Governors or seaven of them for ye tyme being by 
writing under their handes agreed at any of their Quarterly meetinges 
aforesayd shall bee Ordered and appoynted and not otherwyse and at 
the end of their yeare shall giue up their accompts and pay over such 
money as shall bee remayning in their handes unto the sayd Governors 
or any Seaven of them at their Easter meeting aforesayd or to such person 
or persons as they or any seaven of them shall then appoynt to receave 
the same vpon finishing of which sayd accompts it shall bee lawfull for 
ye sayd Governors or any Seaven of them for the tyme being at their 
sayd meeting to appoynt such reasonable Salary and recompense out 
of the sayd moneyes unto the sayd Bayliffe or Bayliffes for their paynes 
in the premisses as the sayd Governors or any seaven of them shall think 
fitt. 

Also it is Ordered and decreed that in all Leases to bee thereafter 
granted of the sayd premisses or any of them shall bee Conteyned the 
respectiue Covenants on the lessees parte hereafter expressed that is to 
say To pay the rentes reserved thereupon within Twenty dayes after 
the Tearme dayes at the furthest to keepe the houses and buildinges in 
repayre to Comitt noe manner of Wast to Convert none of the demised 
houses or buildinges into more Tenementes then they respectiuely Con- 
teyned at ye tyme of the respectiue leases granted of the same and not 
to assigne the Tearme or any parte thereof without ye consent of ye 
Governors for ye tyme being or any Seaven of them in writing under 
their handes and likewise that in all and every of the sayd leases there 
bee conteyned a Clause of reentry upon non payment of the rent there 
reserved or breach of any of the Covenants therein Conteyned. 
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Also it is Ordered and Decreed that noe lease or leases shall bee granted 
of the premisses or any of them for any Tearme but for yeares Onely 
and not exceeding the Tearme of One and Twenty yeares from the tyme 
of the Contract or Contracts made with the sayd Governors for ye same 
respectiuely as aforesayd And likewise that noe Incombe fyne or other 
Recompence whatsoever shall directly or indirectly bee payd or taken 
for or upon any of the sayd lease or leases in anywise And that all Con- 
tractes to bee made for the sayd Leases or any of them shall bee when 
the particular Contracted for shall bee fallen in possession or the leases 
thereof then being within three yeares of expiracon at furthest and not 
before 

Also it is ordered & decreed that when any of the Governors to bee 
elected as aforesayd shall happen to dye or shall remoue and dwell with- 
out the Liberty or precinctes of the sayd Citty then and in such case and 
cases the residue of the sayd Governors Surviveing at their Easter meet- 
ing next after such death or removall shall and may from tyme to tyme 
elect and nominate such person or persons resideing within the sayd 
Citty or the Liberty or precinctes thereof to supply their place or places 
as they shall think fitt which persons soe to bee elected shall together 
with the residue of the sayd Governors have the same powers to all 
intentes whatsoever as if they had beene originally elected by the Trus- 
tees abouenamed. 

Also it is Ordered and Decreed that when the trustees here aboue 
named shall by death bee reduced to the number of Five or vnder then 
and in such case the Surviveing Trustees upon request thereof to them 
made by the sayd Governors for ye tyme being or any seaven of them 
shall and may Convey and assure the sayd Messuages Lands and premisses 
unto such persons and their heires as by the sayd Governors for ye tyme 
being or any seaven of them at their yearly meeting in Easter weeke 
aforesayd shall nominate to bee new trustees for the same And that 
from and after such Conveyance made and executed of the premisses 
the sayd old trustees shall stand and bee dischardged of their sayd trust 
touching the premisses and every of them to all intents and purposes 
whatsoever and then and from thenceforth ye sayd new trustees shall 
bee seized of the premisses and of every of them in the same manner 
and under the same trusts and limitacions to all intents as if they the sayd 
new Trustees had beene nominated in and by theis presents. 

Also it is Ordered and Decreed that the sayd Governors for the tyme 
being or seaven of them shall forthwith use their utmost endeavours 
that the sayd Stockes of money and every of them and all arrerages of 
rent now due and accrewed for ye premisses or any of them shall with 
all possible speede bee Collected recouered and brought into One intyre 
summe and that the same may bee layd out in the purchase of Landes 
and Tenements to the uses and vnder the trustes in theis presents ex- 
pressed and declared in such manner as the sayd Governors for the tyme 
being or seaven of them at any of their quarterly meetinges aforesayd 
shall think fitt and appoynt That soe the greate dammage which the 
sayd Inhabitants haue susteyned by placeing ye sayd money in unsafe 
hands may for the future bee prevented. And that untill the sayd pur- 
chases can bee made none of the sayd summes of money or any parte 
of them shall bee put out for any Longer tyme then six monthes and upon 
such Clear security that the same may bee ready at the end of every six

monthes for ye purpose aforesayd And that all such securityes shall from 
henceforth bee taken in the name of the sayd Governors for the tyme 
being or seaven of them.
